OR THE SOUDANESE » WILL SUCCEED 


f, Wiping Up the British +h Troops—The Gov- 
ernment Comers Very Near to a 
Defeat—German Gossip 


LONDON, Dedanbiee 4. _—The committee of 
the house of commons investigating the cir- 
cumstances of the arrest within the precincts 
of the house of commons of Mr. Sheehy, M. P., 
Will report that the ofticer who made the arrest 
committed a breach of privilege.

Mr. Parnell With Them. 

Loypon, December 4.—On the reassembling 
of the Parnell commission today the authors of 
the placard, made public last week, convening 
a public meeting to hear addresses by Noran 
Fitzmaurice and a man named Mitchell, who 
has appeared as witnesses for the Times, pre- 
sented themselves to the court and made an 
apology, which was accepted. 

A man named Kellaher testified that by 

2€ans of threats thatthey would burn his 
house and barns, a party of moonlighters suc- 
ceeded in gaining entrance to his house and 
assaulted him and his family. Witness was 
compelled to swear loyalty to the league, and 
that he would quit the employment of the far- 
mer, who was then under a boy cott. 

Witness was not cross-examined. 

Another witness named O’Connor testified 
that two men named Geotge Twiss and John 
Connell induced him to join the inner circle of 
the league, saying it would be a fine thing to be 
a soldier of Parnell’s and that he would “get a 
little pay for doing alinost nothing The circle 
Which he joined was know n as “The Boys.’”’

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THE TOWER FELL 


FESTERDAY AFTERNOON AT THE 
NEW HEBREW ORPHAN HOME. 


MIRACULOUS ESCAPE OF WORKMEN 


Four Men at Work on the Tower. But None 
Hurt—The Damage to the Bulld- 
ing Is $5,000—The Cause. 


The tower at the new Hebrew orphans’ 
home fell yesterday, the heavy stones crush- 
ing through the roof of the surrounding portions 
of the building, and doing damage to the ex- 
tent of probably $5,000. 

Four men had a miraculous escape from 
instant death. 

A few minutes before four o’ciock the top 
part of the tower suddenly collapsed, and the 
men who were at work on top of the tower 
suddenly disappeared from view. 

These were Mr.George Oliver, the contractor 
for the building; -two brickmasons, Arthur 
Gibson and John Boehmer, and one laborer 
name ungnown. The last three are negroes. 

The Contracter’s Sfory. 

“I was at work on the top of the tower 
which was almost completed,”’said Mr. Oliver, 
“when the whole thing seemed to give way’ 
and I, with the men with me, dropped straight 
down. We wern’t givenmuch time to think 
over our sins, but before we knew it, we found 
ourselves piled together on top ofa lot of scant- 
ling. We found that we had dropped straight 
down, and had our fall not been arrested would 
have fallen on the inside ofthe tower to the 
cxround,a distance of about one hundred and 
ten feet. As it was,none of us was hurt at all. 
To say that our escape was miraculous is a very 

mild statement. 

"The accident occurred in this way. For 
feet from the base the tower is rectan- 
gular on the mside, the outside being cylindri- 
cal, the walls slanting inward, After getting 
up eighty feet, the clock tower begins. This 
is to be square, or rather was pqaare until it 
fell. Toforma foundation or base for the 
brickwork of this upper portion, aso heavy 
Stones, each weighing 1,500 pounds, were 
placed, three on each of the four corners. The 
brick work came on top of this, and as the 
walls contained openings for the faces of 
the clock, all the weight rested on ‘the stones 
at the corners. These stones were not anchor- 
ed, and they gave way. The heavy stones 
crashed through the roof over the superintend- 
ent’s parlor and one of the dormitories, and 
did a greet deal of damage. We who were on 
top were saved by the scantling upon which we 
were working,catching over the hole on the in- 
side of the tower. As it was, we had a fall of 
thirty-five feet, from the top of the tower to 
where the cloc k part begins.”’ 

‘“‘How should the stones h 
chored ?” 

‘They should bave been held by iron an- 
cliors stretching from one corner to the other. 
These anchors were not, however, in the speci- 
fications; in every other place where anchors 
were needed they were specified,’ 

Architect Norrman Talks. 

‘The contractor was told both by mo and by 
iy assistant to put in the anciors, but he neg- 
lected to do so, and to that was due acci- 
dent. It isa wonder to me that they remained 
in a as long as they did.” 

“And the damage ?”’ 

“J even’ t been able togive it as thorough an 
examination as I ought, but I don’t think the 
damage will be as great as Mr. Oliver states.
